Slightly more than one-third 
of eligible voters in Palm Springs 
went to the polls Tuesday to give 
Congressm an John Phillips and 
A ssem bly-candidate John D. Bab­ 
bage a rousing m ajority on both 
republican and dem ocratic tick­ 
ets and to endorse the unopposed 
candidates for other positions. 
The vote in Palm Springs for 
Phillips followed the trend of the 
rem ainder of the 22nd congres­ 
sional district and for Babbage 
.pSfas in accord w ith other com- 
¿/nunities in the 76th state assem­ 
bly district. 


AS A RESULT of Tuesday’s 
voting neither Phillips nor Bab­ 
bage will be opposed at the polls 
in the N ovem ber general election 
and practically the only contest 
voters w ill have will be for Jthe 
presidency. 
Phillips was re-elected to con­ 
gress last Tuesday, Nelson Dil- 
w orth to th e state senate and Bab­ 
bage to th e assembly. 
Jam es I. Easley, fourth district 
supervisor unopposed for re-elec­ 
tion, w as given a large compli­ 
m entary vote by V illagers as was 
Judge O akley K. Morton, ru n ­ 
ning for re-election to the county 
superior court bench. 


DURING THE DAY 1023 Vil- 
^.lagers, or 35.3 per cent of the 
>registration, w ent to the polls in 
the Village. Republicans topped 
their dem ocratic brethren 574 to 
417 at the polls w ith 32 non-par­ 
tisan ballots being issued. Many 
passed up the presidential pri­ 
m ary and Gov. E arl W arren re­ 
ceived 492 ballots out of 574 on

Home ownership in the U nited 
States has reached a new high 
both in num ber and in proportion 
to the total of occupied dw ellings 
in the country, the Institute of 
Life Insurance reported.

The Devil or C hrist is still the 
choice before m an and nations. 
As we course along the 96 in­ 
tervening 
miles 
betw een Palm 
Springs and B raw ley w ith our 
Bible in hand and m editating a 
message for the very excellent 
people who live dow n there, we 
pass through several stratas of 
fertility and agricultural varie­ 
ties. 
F irst the stately cathedral-like 
d ate groves in the vicinity of In­ 
dio. then a belt of citrus. The air 
is redolent just now w ith the 
grapefruit 
blossoms. 
The 
trees 
are w hite w ith prom ise of a bum ­ 
per crop, the yellow of the not 
yet 
gathered 
f r u i t 
peering 
through the heavy green foliage, 
m akes a three-fold panoram a of 
loveliness.

SOME NINE MILES south of 
Coachella is “V allerie Jean ”, one 
of the m any w ell known date 
groves. 
G reeting you by the roadside is

date tree. Im ported from A rabia 
years ago. He is well nam ed for 
he has a harem of fem ale date 
trees, some 400 of them, whom 
he fertilizes each season. 
Presently we plunge into fifty 
miles 
of 
unadulterated 
desert. 
Along the m ountainside is clearly 
out line the w ater m ark left there 
m illenium s ago w hen the Colo­ 
rado filled all that country m ak­ 
ing a vast inland sea, the tiny 
rem nant of w hich is now the 
Not so tiny after all, for mile 
Saltón Sea. 
after m ile we see it gleaming on 
our left hand. A truly noble body 
of w ater it is. 
The habitat of 
ducks, geese and speed boats. 


ABOUT FIVE MILES this side 
of W estmoreland, the end of the 
first irrigating ditch, and from 
then on we are knee Seep in al­ 
falfa. flax, lettuce, carrots, sugar 
beets, broccoli. H erds of sheep, 
droves of cattle, m ountains of 
baled hay, glistening branches of 
the m ain irrigating ditches each 
of which has its distinguished 
name. Level as a billiard table, 
m ost of the ranches are owned 
and operated by the men who 
live in the several cities, Holt 
ville, El C entro and Brawley and 
Calipatria. 
They 
have 
mostly 
M exicans who live in comfortable 
little houses on the land. 
Some 
of 
these 
w orkers are 
called "Stoop labor” because they 
use a very short handled hoe and 
move about on hands and knees 
weeding the beets. 
O thers are 
called "W et M exicans”, those who 
swim the Colorado and get into 
the U nited States at night. 
An interesting fact we learned 
that the large alfalfa fields are 
not alw ays mowed. 


THE OWNERS of large flocks 
of sheep or herds of cattle, come 
onto the ranch, put up tem porary 
w ire fence, turn in a thousand or 
1500 sheep, pay the rancher so 
m uch a head. $1.05 it was not 
long ago, i f 'i t is sheep, $6.00 if 
it is cattle. It seems alm ost no 
tim e, ’till we go down again and 
find that field eaten down to the 
roots. The anim als moved on to 
some other ranch. The rancher 
turns on the w ater, a few times, 
and 
behold 
w hat looked 
like 
hopeless stubble is again a field 
ready for reaping, nicely fertil­ 
ized by the tem porary sojourn of 
the four-footed 
creatures, who 
presently will have a free truck 
ride to the m arkets of Los A n­ 
geles. 
In early days of the Im perial 
Valley 
settlem ent, 
before 
the 
Boulder Dam was constructed, 
the silt in the Colorado w aters 
m ade a thick deposit of sedi­ 
m ent, rich in, plant food.

One of the largest, certainly 
the most m odern sugar beet fac­ 
tory

Thousands of

through the huge plant. It was on 
a Sunday and my congregation 
suffered accordingly.

have rejoiced the heart of Will 
Rogers (or our good John Hor- 
nel of Palm Springs).

Catholic Church 
Hall Is Opened in 
Cathedral City 


Ripley once w rote in “Believe 
It or Not” that C athedral City 
did not have a church of any 
sort. 
W ith the opening of the C ath­ 
olic Church Hall on G lenn at 
“B” streets in C athedral 
City, 
that saying was again refuted. 
The building, a form er Torney 
Hospital ward, is 150x30 feet. Of 
the studiest construction, air con­ 
ditioned and gas heated, it w ill 
serve as both church and hall.

Preparedness Is Tribute 


To Nation's Heroes 


The preparedness program just 
approved by Congress was cited 
in a Memorial Day statem ent by 
A rthur F. Kelly, comm ander of 
the California W ing of the Air 
Force Association, 
as evidence 
th at the nation at last is building 
a fitting mem orial to its w ar dead 
by insuring the m aintenance of 
world peace. 
Kelly, assistant to the president 
of W estern Air Lines, told a 
m eeting of company employees: 
“For the first tim e in recent 
history Congress has decided that 
a strong America in peacetime is 
the best insurance against a n ­ 
other ’w ar-tim e’. This far-reach­ 
ing decision provides an elem ent 
of security 
heretofore 
lacking. 
Twice in the lives of most of us 
we as a nation have paid the 
price of unpreparedness. C ertain­ 
ly it is tim e w e tried a new ap­ 
proach. 
“As mem bers of the Air Force 
Association we believe that the 
U nited States m ust be m ilitarily 
strong until such tim e as world 
peace, through a world organiza­ 
tion or other means, becomes a 
functioning reality, and th at air 
power is the key to our strength. 
“A fter weighing the question 
carefully, Congress has now giv­ 
en its support to that principle. 
At last we have begun to build 
a realistic—and therefore fitting 
-—mem orial to those who have 
given their lives for the free­ 
dom of the 
nation. 
We 
must 
m aintain 
eternal 
vigilance 
to 
m ake sure that in the quest for 
world peace we do not perm it 
this mem orial to weaken.”

A nd m arried women are 
28 percent heavier th an single 
ones of the sam e age. Most doc­ 
tors and scientific investigators 
agree th at we—men and women 
—weigh too much simply because 
we eat too much.

helpings: for 
hum anitarian 
reasons,

feed Europe’s starving popula­ 
tions, and for common-sense reas­ 
ons, to live longer. 
Dr. H arry J. Johnson, director 
of the Life Extension Institute, 
says flatly that obesity— excessive 
fatness — is 
the 
N um ber 
One 
K iller of the T w entieth Century. 
Recently a two-week sem inar on 
metabolism, the New Y ork A cad­ 
emy of Medicine found that the 
prim ary 
m etabolic 
problem 
in 
this country is over-weight. O b­ 
esity w as called by one delegate 
‘a disease,’ because it no t only d e ­ 
creases the chances for recovery; 
it can actually lead to disease— 
for exam ple, heart disease. 
“Obesity is frequently associ­ 
ated w ith hypertension, or high 
blood pressure. In a recent study 
by Doctors R obert Levy, P aul 
W hite and W illiam Stroud, they 
agreed th a t overw eight alone is a 
significant factor in increasing th e 
casualty rate for diseases of the 
heart, blood vessels and kidneys. 
Add to th a t gall-bladder disease, 


which has a high m ortality among 
overweight persons in their m id­ 
dle forties. 
“A nother 
disease 
related 
to 
overweight is diabetes. In recent 
years it has increased m arkedly 
—and eight tim es more frequently 
among the fat than the lean. Many 
a person 
w ho has supposedly 
inherited the tendency to diabetes 
can ward off the disease by stay­ 
ing thin. Shortness of breath in 
fat people is partly due to the 
inability 
of th e 
diaphragm to 
move, because it is pushed up­ 
ward by the fat in the abdomen, 
which in tu rn ham pers the bel­ 
lows action of the lungs. Hence 
any 
disease 
th at 
affects 
the 
breathing 
apparatus, 
such 
as 
pneumonia, is dangerous to the 
fat person. Likewise, the problem 
of adm inistering anesthesia in op­ 
erative cases is com plicated by 
restricted lung action. 
“X -ray pictures of the spine 
and knees of older people fre­ 
quently show advanced changes 
in bone structure called osteo­ 
arthritis, w hich seldom bothers 
thin people bu t can cause agony 
for the overweight.

The next stop on our voyage

Ro­ 
tary em blem s and R otary wheels 
could be seen everyw here. 
The 
Brazilians are very cordial and 
hospitable people. It is said two 
hundred thousand dollars was set 
aside by the governm ent and the 
city for the entertainm ent of the 
Rotarians. 
O ver fifteen hundred R otarians 
and their guests arrived, by ships 
from the USA and over fifty-two 
hundred 
Rotarians 
and 
their 
guests showed up from the states 
of 
Brazil 
besides 
m any 
more 
from other countries of South 
A merica. Our first taste of en ter­ 
tainm ent was felt the first day, 
w hen after having registered, w e 
w ere w hisked out to the race 
track for an afternoon of horse- 
racing. It is th e most beautiful 
race track 
I have seen, w ith 
flowers and lakes and one o u t­ 
standing 
feature, 
in 
that 
the 
horses 
run 
on 
a 
green grass 
course. There were five horses 
and millions of Cruzerious chang­ 
ed hands. Each evening was giv ­ 
en over to som e huge extrava­ 
ganza, such as a sym phony under 
the stars, boat parade all lit up 
and served w ith fireworks, the 
P resident’s B all and a night of 
B razilian dances. 


OF COURSE President Vargas 
of th e Republic gave us a speech 
of welcome as well as the mayor 
of Rio. Our President G uernsey 
of R otary International respond­ 
ed w ith equal feeling and seemed 
adept in serving a liberal am ount 
of frosting as such an occasion 
would demand. 
The plenary sessions or regular 
m eetings w ere conducted in both 
English and Portuguese. 
The convention as a whole I 
believe was outstanding and suc­ 
cessful. I am sure th at this con­ 
vention will do a g reat deal to 
prom ote 
international 
u n d e r ­ 
standing and good will. 
T here was a slight disappoint­ 
m ent and I am sure it w ill be so 
to m y good friend K en K irk in 
that our candidate, G eorge W or- 
ster of Los Angeles w as defeated 
as a candidate for director of Ro­ 
tary International by one vote.
